been speaking abont; but so frequent is the

while to talk of the matter at all, so acons-
tomed are we becoms to pecnlations of all
kinds, gigantio robberies, City, State, and
Governmental, which are almoat daily baing
made known, the aggregate amount of whiok,
could any one be found to suwm up the eutire
mass, or rather could any approximation by
uny possible means be made, gigantio as
thess frands weuld appear, und heavily as the
taxes are continned on everything we eat,
drink, or wear, yet it only afforda another
proof of the worth of our argnmeant, when we
say that beyond a slight shrugging of the
ghonldars, peopls would for the most part
remain a8 indifferent to the ulterior conse.
quences which inevitably must ensne as if
nothimg wrong had been going en at all.

It never seems to ocour to
Lim that if he should have an important case
coming oun befors one of the conrts, how dis-
appointed he might feel if it should be left to
the jndgment of men In whose opinions and
probity he might have little confiience,

If we turm to the political situation, wa sea
faint glimmerings of the sigos of & little fright
on the part of the old whisky and water
caucugses. The exhortations of the Uaion
League, have mot been without their effset
As we remarked lately while on the subjsoct of
parties, we think neither party need disdain
to take a wuseful hint from the other. Our
Democratic friends will want all the good men
on thelr ticket they can muster, to counteraoct
the good example adopted by their Repabli-
can opponents. If in this we see a slight
ehange for the better, it is sowe consolation at
least that there is a little atlempt being made
tu zhiake off the slongh of utter indifferenca.

The Growth of Fine Arts in the United
Stnes,

Wien a nation is young aud poor, it naturally
devotes itsell to material prosperity. It has
no time for the refinements of lifs; it seeks
only to eecure the comforts, if possible, but
principally the necessities. It is the same with
an individual. When a ploneer first breaks
the god, he does not thiok of terracing or beau-
tifying it. He does not lovk for pleasars
grounds or fountaing., He seeks only to oulti-
vate suflicient goll to give his family a supply
of food, and never gives a moment's siteution

| to apy attempt at elegance. But when pros-

perity has increased bLis worldly stores, and
he finds himself the possessor of an assured
income, and he has become a man of
meang, the thiogs slighted at first now claim
his cmre, and he Dbeging to ornament
whers before he sought only to wutiliza.
The, same is true of any nation. Ia
the early period of its existence it
strives to enrich {taelf. It devotes all its time,
talents, and enorgies to the seouring of wealtn.
The mechanical geniua is tully strained. Tue
muosoles are used to the gaorifice of the brain,
aud no thought i8 given to literature or the
fice arts. Bot wealth briogs leisure and sta-
bility, The acquisition of mouney or the im-
prevement of resources now divides attention
with elegant accomplishments, and lettera
and the arts flourish. It has been questioned
whether the arrival of the era of leisure does
pot indioate a desoent In the soale of nations!
greatvess, and whether auy true lover of his
gouptry can with juastice flad any satisfaction
in such a “'decline;'’ for so many oall It. The
instance of Rome i3 oited so continually as to
become extremely haokneyed. Bhe was
great aud secure 80 long as her sons de-
voted themselves to her material prosperity;
but with the arrival of fine arts aud the gene-

. ral oultivation of letters her decline olearly

began. Wea are too apt, however, to confase
the result of other influsnoces with the events
which acoompany them, We cannot sstesm
the arts as the oause of the desth of the Ro-
man empire, A spirit of luxurisnt esse
oarried to an oxo6as, and the geuneral deterio-

ration of mational pride and individual honor,
were the real seoret. It is unjnst to lay such
a failure at the door of the arts, when, in
truth, they were bat the offspring ef the
eleganos whish ran to such exoess as to oanse
pational deatruction,

It ia therefore withent the feeling of sus i-
olon which many of the oroakers of our 1 nd
entertain that we view the great inorease of
the public interest in the fine arts, What
was but a few years ago confined entirely to a
fow of the richest of our eitizena is now shared
to a great extent by the masses of the people.

It is not & deonde sinos, when the exhibitions |

of our Academy of Fine Arls were but slimly

attended, avd then by those only who felt a |

personal interest in the works of some artist,
Now they present a difforent plotare: we
e the poor man there as waell
as the rioh, and the instances sre mot rare
whera the families of the laborer go to enjoy

the pleasures which must resunlt from the in- |

gpection of works of real exoellence. Wo de.
sire, however, that this epirit shonld receive
yet more liberal encouragement. The effsct
of a popular love of art would ba refining and
ennobling. It would afford sincere pleasure
to the people, of the most rational, instruotive,
and innocent charaoter, and we wouald, there-
fore, rejoioe to see it more widsly spread.

If there are now & number of families of the
Isboring olasses who are willing to spend thair
mouay to enhavncs the collection,
fmagine the immense inorease of interest
which would result if the Academy was to be
thrown open to all the world and thoronghly
If it should not ounly be free to
all, but more emphatioaly of the people. If the
Directors intend to ereot a new building, and
thoroughly remunerate the whole corporation
we hope they will seek to maks their instita-
tion emplatically for the masses. With tha
experience of foreign countries to guide us,
we think it only right for the rich to do all
they can to be friends with and of the poor.
The intsrests of the community
guire that there ghould be
between the two olasses, The sama
ppirit which  dictates the propriety
of expending publio moneys in parks, drives,
statuary, avd every class of public pleasure.
giving enterprizes, including within ita gcope
a liberality in the cnltivation of a taste for fine
arts, and knowing that the most liberal of our
vitizens are fully alive to all the requests of
the case, we look forward confidently to the
day, not far distantp when the popular taste
and apprecistion of the beantifal will be eda-
cated by the free exhibition of an annnal col-
lection of paintings and sculpture which will
be worthy of the city of Brotherly Love.
